4 being an Article of Faith in the Catbolie 
L Church, that There is a third place of tempo- 
ral puniſhment after death ; and that the Fu 
detained therein, are helped by the prayers aud 
alms of the faithful, Z ut eſpecially by the holy ſa- 
crifice of the Maſs : Therefore it has always 
been the practice of the ſame church from 
the Apoſtles, as appears by the teſtimony of 
Councils and ancient Fathers, to pray, - give 
alms, and offer the holy Saerifice of the Altar 
for them. The great Council of Nice, anno 
225, ordains that notice be given to all the 

churches and monaſteries 7x the dioceſe, of the 
deceaſe Ma Biſhop, &c. that God may be pray- 
ed to for him. Can. 65. Arab. In the third 
Council of Carthage, anno 397, there is men- 
tion of Prayer for the Dead. Can. 29. And 
the Council of Bragues, anno 563, forbids 
thoſe to be prayed for in the Oblations that 
make themſelves away. Can. 16, and Can. 21. 
mention Alms and Offerings being made for 
the Dead. But long before that time, wiz. in 
the latter end of the ſecond century, Tertullian 
ſays, of a faithful widow : She both prays for 
the ſoul of her huſband, and begs a retreſhment 
for him in the mean time, - and keeps his Anni- 
verſaries. I. de Monogz c. 10. St. Chry/ſoftom 
writes thus: The Apoſtles did not in vain e ;

Ful Myſteries the Dead ſhould be remembered: For

Becauſe it is the practice 
of". the whole chnrch to pray and offer ſacrifice 
for them. Serm. 172 F. 2, In his Confeſ- 
| ſions, B. ix. chap. 1a, he ſays: he facrifice 

of our ranſom 4vas offered for his mother. And, 
chap. 13. that ſhe defired to be remembered 


at our Lord's altar, from whenee ſhe knew - 


the holy victim was diſpenſed, by which was 
cancelled the hana writing that was contrary 
to us. Likewiſe, the primitive Liturgies, as 
tranſlated by Dr. Breit, are ſufficient proofs 
of this practice : So that it is plainly evident 
by all theſe venerable witneſſes, that it was 
the belief of the whole church from the time 
of the Apoſtles, that there was a third place 
of temporal puniſhment after death, wherein 


the ſouls detained, were helped and aſſiſted by 


the prayers and alus of the faithful, and parti - 
cularly by the holy Sacrifice of the Ma,. 
Moreover it plainly appears by the words of 


our Saviour, that ſome fins are remitted in the 


next 
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next world, by his ſaying : But he that ſball 
ſpeak againft the Holy Ghoſt,: it ſhall not be re 
mitted bim, neither in this avorld, - nor in the 
world to come. Matth. xii. 32. Hence the 
aſſiſtance of the living faithful muſt be ne- 
ceſſary. For it fouls are capable of xeceiving 
advantage, refre/hment, help, and alliſtance, they 
are undoubtedly in a place of puniſkment, 
which cannot be Heaven, there being no pu- 
niſhment in it; nor Hell, in which there is 
no relief, help, or alſiſtance; therefore it mul 
be ſome third place different from theſe two. 
Moreover, St. Auguſtine plainly deſcribes three 
ſtates of ſouls after death, ſaying. The Sas 
crifice of the Altar, and the Alms uſually offcred 
in the church for all the dead, who had receives 
Bapti/m, were Thankſgivings for /uch as vere 
wery good; Propitiations ſor fugh as were. uot 
very bad; but for ſuch at were very wicked, 
though they game no. relief to the dead, yet were 
they ſome. conſolation to the liuing. In Enchi- 
rid. ad Laure cap. 110. For certainly, it 
they had not believed, that thoſe perſons, 
who either had not fully ſatisfied the Divine 
Juſtice for all their fins, or had committed 
ſome ſmall offences whereof they had not 
ſufficiently repented, were in a ſtate of pu- 
niſhment, and capable of being refreſhed, help- 
ed, and fed by their prayers and alms, and 
eſpecially by the holy Sacrifice of the Altar; 
it would have been both ſuperfluous and 
vain for them to have done theſe thing, and 
yet we ſee that it was the conſtant practice of 
the church in thoſe days; which is a ſuffi- 
cient demonſtration, that a third place of 
* temporal 
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temporal puniſhment after death,. was the con. 
ſtant belief of the church in the very primitive 
times. And this is in effect the ſame thing as 
what is now, by a more proper expreſſion, call. 
ed Purgatory, that is, a place of purgation or 


purification; which, ſetting aſide all manner 


of prejudice, is a doctrine undoubtedly moſt 
agreeable to reaſon; for as God will render t. 
every man according to his works, Rom. ii. 6, 
it cannot be imagined that either his 7»/ce or 
mercy will permit him to caſt a ſoul eternally 
into Hell, for ſome trivial or ſmall offence: 
Therefore it muſt be purified from all the 
ſpots and ſtains of light faults, by a tempo- 
ral pain proportionable thereto, where it may 
be helped and o/ifked by the holy Sacrifice, and 
by the prayers and alms of the faithful: ſince 
nothing that is defiled ſpall enter into heaven, 
Rev. xxi. 27. Wherefore the church among 
Her ſacred Offices has one ſet apart peculiarly 
for the benefit of the ſouls of the faithful de- 


parted, with proper Commemorations and 1 


plications for them in the moſt holy Sacrifice 
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Orrick for the Dao.
